Making No Predictions 
“I do not predict to what extremes 
Germany would go. 
But I am confi­ 
dent that she would not leave to the 
judgment of a submarine commander 
(lie issue whether or not the United 
States is to join her enemies." 
"What possible motive 
could 
the 
Kaiser or his advisors have in seeking 
to involve the United States?” was 
asked. 
Smilingly, Lord Beresford searched 
a cloud of cigar smoke for an answer. 
"Possibly British psychology is not 
the best in the world at this partic­ 
ular moment in 
analyzing 
Teutonic 
motives,” he replied. 
"But I venture 
two possible answers; 
"First, with the United States 
in 
the war, Germany would be in a bet­ 
ter position to quit. The Kaiser would 
be able to save his face with his peo­ 
ple on the ground that the entire 
world was against him, and Germany 
might hope to go down in history as 
having enacted the role of the under 
dog. 
Sympathy for the 
under 
dog 
often is given without analyzing the 
dog’s morale or considering the fact 
that he really deserves to be under. 
A Likelier Reason 
"Second, and I believe this a likelier 
reason—is toe fact that if America 
should participate in the war, she nec­ 
essarily would participate in the peace 
negotiations, 
it is not 
likely 
that 
your country would be invaded or 
would stifler to the same extent att 
our allies. Therefore, America would 
enter the negotiations 
without 
the 
poignant 
hatred 
naturally affecting 
those whose homes had been invaded, 
whose cities and farms desolated and 
vv hose people had 
been 
massacred. 
Too, the Americans do not have the 
reputation of being revengeful. 
You 
are—what shall I call it—easy, as we 
Britishers are. 
"There is no doubt now but that, re­ 
gardless of the time it will take to 
end the war, or the toll of men and 
looney to be exacted. Germany must 
ultimately lose. 
It is obvious 
that 
Germany's resources, in a test of en­ 
durance, cannot equal the combined 
resources of the allies. 
"Under these circumstances, it is 
not unreasonable to suppose that Ger­ 
many is giving serious consideration 
to the factors entering into peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
Kitting at the peace con­ 
ference 
tables, 
America, 
with 
her 
great commercial demands for an ear. 
ly settlement of the war, and her rel­ 
atively lesser grievances, undoubtedly 
would be a valuable 
asset 
to 
Ger­ 
many." 
Democracy la Jealous 
"But with this so obvious, why will 
not tile United States avoid a clash?" 
was asked. 
"Young man," Lord Beresford an­ 
swered, "your nation is a democracy. 
The weakness of every democracy is 
tliat it desires peace above ail else. 
in its 
determination 
to 
maintain 
peace it often goes to absurd lengths. 
A democracy is always more jealous 
of its honor and quicker to resent a 
question involving its safety than any 
other form of 
government. 
Coinci­ 
dentally, a democracy loves a strong, 
firm-handed leader in times of stress, 
and so long as that leadership is suc­ 
cessful it will fall unquestioningly to 
the end of a situation. 
"In this trait of democracies is tile 
explanation of the British confidence 
in Lord 
Kitchener. 
I 
have 
noted 
American press references to ‘the sur­ 
render of the government to Kitch­ 
ener.’ 
Nothing could show a greater 
misunderstanding 
of 
the 
situation. 
There is no dictatorship 
here, 
but 
once a democracy like ours enters a 
gigantic struggle there is 
as 
much 
need of intensified efficiency as in a 
country which has bowed Its head to 
the yoke of military despotism. 
To 
obtain tills efficiency a firm 
band, 
vested with full authority, is neces­ 
sary. 
Instead 
of 
reflecting 
upon 
democracy and proving it a 
failure, 
England’s accomplishment 
in 
seven 


months of what coat Oetmany forty 
years of effort Is the highest, final tri­ 
bute to the success of democracy. 
England Against War 
"Certainly, lf proof were needed of 
the baselessness o f the charge that 
England wanted war, It la found in the 
situation which Lord Kitchener and 
the admiralty have set And overcome. 
England was never more unprepared 
on land or sea. Had we expected war 
the mintyig of the North 
Sea trade 
routes would never have been possi­ 
ble. 
“Deceived by the Intensity of our 
desire for peace, we were, at the out­ 
set, caught off our 
guard. 
Hence, 
Germany was given the greatest naval 
opportunity she will ever enjoy. But 
she failed tb grasp 
It. 
Ready, 
de­ 
termined upon war, as her military 
activities have shown, Germany had 
an opportunity before the declaration. 
of war to rush cruisers 
and 
armed 
merchantmen along U t 
the 
British 
trade routes where, upon the opening 
of hostilities, she could 
have 
sunk 
thousands of our merchantmen before 
we could have protected them. 
Opportunity Lost 
"The extent of the opportunity Ger­ 
many lost Is best illustrated by the 
damage done by the Emden and the 
Karlsruhe. 
“This failure leads me to 
believe 
that, at the last minute, the kaiser 
rushed Into war without giving the 
naval end the consideration undoubt­ 
edly given the army. 
It seems that, 
had Vice Admiral Von 
Tirpltz 
ob­ 
tained the kaiser’s 
ear 
before 
the 
break, the result might have been dif­ 
ferent.’’ 
At the mention of Admiral Von Tir- 
pltz’s name, the conversation turned 
to the submarine blockade. It brought 
a laugh from Admiral Beresford. 
"The war has exploded a number o f 
innovations designed 
to 
alter 
the 
course of history,” he continued, "but 
I know of nothing that has been more 
over-estimated than 
the 
importance 
and value of the submarines, provided 
it is met with precautions of si>eed and 
the screens of small craft protecting 
squadrons of big ships. 
Submarines Overestimated 
"I don't mean the submarine is not 
an extremely valuable aaBet or that It 
has not presented new problems, but, 
without boasting or divulging secrets, 
I can say that the submarine problem 
is being and will be met, so far as the 
ships of war are concerned. The sup­ 
position that the submarine will revo­ 
lutionize naval warfare is an utter ab­ 
surdity. It would be as unreasonable j 
to expect to revolutionize land war­ 
fare by footpads using maxim silencers 
on their revolvers, as to expect thatj 
naval warfare can be revolutionized I 
by the present tactics of German sub-j 
marines. 
* 
I 
"The greatest 
accomplishment 
of! 
the Germans has been to revive and 
glorify piracy and sea murder. 
It is J 
reasonable to suppose that this will 
result in some changes in construc­ 
tion, but the ultimate issue 
of 
any 
naval war will always rest with the 
battle fleets.” 
‘‘Will the final issue between Eng­ 
land and Germany In this war he de­ 
cided by battle fleets?” was asked. 
"It must be," was Admiral Beres­ 
ford^ emphatic response. 
Draw Is Inconceivable 
"Peace," lie continued, "which In ef­ 
fect resulted in a draw, is inconceiv­ 
able. 
It would mean for the allies 
that rivers of blood were stied with 
no purpose. 
Peace with Germany’s 
land-locked battle fleet intact and with 
that nation free to resume its efforts 
to challenge the neutrality of the seas 
and the freedom of ocean trade routes 
which British naval 
supremacy 
has 
maintained for the world, Iq unthink­ 
able. 
“Command of tile seas 
from 
the 
British viewpoint, or, ‘British naval- 
ism,’ as Admiral Von Tirpltz describes, 
lias meant and always will mean free­ 
dom of the seas for every nation. Tills 
is not only a menace to German mili­ 
tarism, with its attendant blight upon 
free dom and democracy, but it is a 
menace to German navallsm, which 
acknowledges no rules of honor, and 
which must be wiped from the'records 
of time. 
"Great Britain will trust to her army 
and navy and the spirit of Nelson will 
be sufficient in the Anal crisis."

sterburg via Berlin and London). Feb. ! 
24.—The Kaiser was on the actual

swept the Russians from East Pros-, 
sia. He sped into Lyck, thirty minutes 
alter the Germans, with heavy loss, 
had stormed the city. 
While the Slavs hidden in Ute city’s * 
houses were still being hunted, the 
Kaiser addressed his soldiers (n the 
Market square and bitterly criticised 
Hie senseless destruction of property 
by the enemy. 
The Kaiser was with his men when 
they took Voszozellen, and members 
of ills staff could scarcely restrain him 
from throwing himself into the battle 
and taking part in the actual fighting. 
He saw General Von 
Hinderburg 
and General Von Ludenderf deliver

As to the Ocean Highway 
"How enormously important it has been to tile ex­ 
port trade of the United States that the high seas 
have been kept open to ships belonging to and car­ 
goes bound for the Allies can be appreciated by an 
examination of the Department of Commerce figures,” 
says the New York Press. “Out of the $195,000,000 
exported by us in October, more than $102,000,000 
went to the United Kingdom and her colonies and 
dependencies; nearly $26,000,000 went to France, 
Japan and Russia. To have had the merchant marines 
of those belligerents 
demoralized 
or 
suppressed, 
therefore, would have utterly ruined our export busi­ 
ness. 
“Indeed, if it has been vital to the Allies to com­ 
mand the seas and keep their ports open, it has been 
hardly less vital to us in the matter of foreign trade. 
And it is not merely the war which draws the great 
bulk of our shipments abroad to the Allies. The big­ 
gest share of our exports always goes to the same 
countries. 
Year in and year out they are our big­ 
gest customers. 
‘ In the ten months ended with October our for­ 
eign sales amounted to $1,662,809 619. Of that amount 
$37,457,620 went to Australia, $8,345,814 to British 
India, $268,756,833 to Canada, and $446,756,693 to the 
United Kingdom, or more than $760,000,000 to that 
group of customers, with no account taken of the 
British West Indies. British South Africa and other 
colonial dependencies and possessions of the United 
Kingdom.” 


Sweden’s Hop Requirements 
"Sweden’s imports of hops in 1912” writes Consul 
Emil Sailer at Goteborg, "the latest year for which 
complete statistics have been published, amounted 
to 1,206,343 pounds. Bavarian hops forming 639,795 
pounds of this total. Goteborg's share in the trade 
was 187,982 pounds of Bavarian and 113,695 pounds 
of other kinds of hops. 
The bulk of the total im­ 
ports came from Germany, only 38 tons arriving 
from Great Britain and Ireland, 26 tons from Austria 
and 4 tons from Belgium. 
The average value of 
the Bavarian hops was 54.7 cents per pound and of 
other kinds 36.4 cents. The import duty is 1.2 cents 
per pound. 
The service to be inaugurated by the 
Swedish-South American (Johnson) line to the Pacif­ 
ic coast of the United States by way of the Panama 
Canal should facilitate the shipment of California 
hops to Sweden. Quotations c. i. f. Goteborg or other 
suitable European port are preferable to f. o. b. 
prices. 
It is suggested that American exporters of 
hops communicate direct with the Goteborg import­ 
ers whose names can be had upon application to 
tho Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce or 
its branch offices. 


Abolition of Poll Tax Hurts 
The State Board of Equalization, in its biennial 
report discusses the need of finding a source of 
revenue to meet the shortage of $1,600,000 a year in 
receipts which now confronts the state on account 
of the abolition of poll tax and the corporation license 
tax. The report suggests various means of taxation, 
among which are increase in the taxation on banks, 
a levy on tho liquor dealers, an increase in the in­ 
heritance tax, an ad valorem tax and a boost in public 
utility taxes. 
An investigation has been ordered to 
ascertain if the private individual is paying higher 
taxes than last year and if it would be fair to make 
a corresponding increase of corporation taxes. 


First in Autos Per Capita

What Is Credit? 
Perhaps the best explanation of what credit is was 
that given by ll. It. Eldridge, vice-president of the 
National City Bank, New York, iii an address to the 
New York Credit Men’s Association last week. 
His 
teise explanation of credit is as follows: 
“Credit, the backbone of trade, is built upon the 
solid foundation of character and ability. Without 
such component parts tile structure is insecure and 
lacks permanency. No matter what amount of capital 
one may have employed in his business credit re­ 
mains bis most valuable asset. 
This may be con­ 
sidered a tuudamental text.” 


Sues For Five Millions 
Claims aggregating five million dollars against the 
West Sacramento Company have been filed and suit 
to collect the same lias been instituted in San Fran­ 
cisco by the Union Lithograph Company. The com­ 
plaint asks that the company be compelled to assess 
its stockholders $99 a share, naming among those of 
record the Alaska Packers’ Association, J. DeSabla, 
Jr., Victor Etienne, Jr., tile French-American Bank 
of Savings, tile Keystone Dredging Company, Killen- 
thai & Co., and others. 
It is alleged that the West 
Sacramento Company has admitted its insolvency. 


Emergency Currency Outstanding 
Emergency currency amount ing to $126,039,000, was 
outstanding January 9. according to announcement 
by Comptroller of the Currency Williams. Since the 
first of that currency was taken out shortly after 
the outbreak of the war $258,440,000 has been re­ 
tired. Of the outstanding amount Texas banks have 
tile most, $16,689,000; New York is second with 
$12,277,000, and California third with $9,687,000. In 
the South there is outstanding $53,209,000; in the 
Middle States. $27,747,000, 


Protest at Closing Oil Properties 
Secretary Bryan has sent a vigorous protest direct­ 
ly to tho Carranza authorities at Tampico against 
their threat to close the great oil wells in the vicinity 
of Tampico, because the foreign operators refused 
to pay a heavy assessment levied by the Mexicans. 
At the same time the matter bas been brought to 
the attention of Gen. Carranza himself. 


States Right to Dead Accounts 
The constitutionality of the clause of the Banking 
Act of California which gives the State the right of 
possession of all savings accounts, which have lain 
unclaimed for a period of twenty years or more, has 
been upheld by the District Court of Appeals. 
By the decision the Security Savings Bank of San 
Francisco Is ordered to pay to the State Treasiyy 
$7425 in accrued “dead” deposits—accounts which 
have not been added to or checked against for twenty 
years. 
In January, 1914, the bank In Compliance 
with the banking act, furnished a list of such ac­ 
counts to the Superintendent of Banks, but refused 
to turn over the money. 
A writ of mandate *was 
sued for by the State, and the bank replied by attack­ 
ing the constitutionality of the act upon the ground 
that the bank was deprived of a property right, and 
that it was confiscation by the State without due 
process of law, as no notice was given to the bank 
or the depositors. 
Tile court upheld that no property right is violated 
by such a transfer of funds, which is merely a trans­ 
fer of possession—not of ownership; that the bank is 
relieved by the transfer of any liability to the original 
depositors who are given legal notice before the ac­ 
counts are liquidated by the State. 
The defendant bank, it is said, will probably carry • 
the case to the Supreme Court for a final decision. 


Total Bank Transactions 
The use of total bank transactions rather than 
dally clearances as the standard toy which the vol­ 
ume of hanking business in clearing house cities 
may be denoted is toeing recommended to hankers 
of the nation by W. D. Vincent, chairman of the clear­ 
ing house section of the American Bankers’ Associa­ 
tion and vice-president of the Old National Bank of 
Spokane. 
Thirty cities of the United States now 
are recording total bank transactions and Eastern 
bankers have begun to call attention to this method 
as a decided improvement over the record of bank 
clearances. 
Mr. Vincent has been urging this revi­ 
sion for IO years, introducing it in Spokane and 
keeping a complete record of the bank transactions 
last year. 
The discrepancy in the old plan was 
shown last, year in the Spokane figures when the 
clearances showed a decline of IO per cent due to 
consolidation of several banks, and the actual trans­ 
actions made a notable gain. 
“Bank clearances can be faked or changed by 
artificial circumstances,” Mr. Vincent states, “'but 
actual transactions are representative of the real , 
volume of business. 
We have come to realize that 
bank clearances a t their most normal state are only 
an indirect indication of the amount of business. 
The consolidation of banking institutions in a day re­ 
duces the clearances, while the amount of business 
may grow.” 


. For State Division 
Petitions are being circulated in various parts of 
tho State under the auspices of the People’s Associa­ 
tion for changing tho boundary of California of San 
Francisco for a division of the State. “This is the 
third organization that has been formed during the 
last two months to bring about a division of the 
State,” says Hie San Francisco Chronicle. “The Poli­ 
tical Conciliation League was organized in San Diego, 
and the California State Division League was incor­ 
porated in this city. Tho San Diego league started 
out a few petitions the bret of the year, but has not 
been pressing its campaign. 
Tile State Division 
League has announced it will not start its campaign 
until tile middle of the summer. 


Tariff Out of Politics 
Declaring that the tariff must be taken out of 
politics and handled in a scientific manner Congress­ 
man Church has introduced a bill providing for the 
creation of a Tariff Commission to be chosen by the 
President, one member from each of the twelve Fed­ 
eral Reserve districts and the thirteenth at large. 
rI his is in order to have the members distributed 
throughout tile country. 
The board on representa­ 
tions from any regular Chamber of Commerce or 
other trade body, may investigate alleged hardships 
to specified industries on account of inadequate tariff 
duties and at the same time it will be charged with 
tho duty of investigating industries w'hich are too 
prosperous because of tariff favors. 
These features 
Representative Church says have not been incorporat­ 
ed in any other Tariff Commission bills submitted 
to Congress. 


Platinum Field in Nevada 
A field rich in platinum lias been discovered in the 
Mesquite Valley in Nevada in tile Boss Mine and 
hundreds of prospectors are .slaking out claims in 
that locality. 
What appeared to be a chalky, sandy 
ore, and which was believed by the owners of the 
Boss mine to be valueless, has been proven by gov­ 
ernment experts to bo worth from $100 to $60,000 a 
ton, for it iH rich in plat Inurn, and a process for 
saving it is now being worked out. 
A small block 
of tile ore tho size of a man s head was sent to 
Washington and tho government experts say it will 
run $9100 to the ton in platinum. 
The same ore, it 
is claimed, contains more than $1000 worth of gold 
to the ton.
